Then 
commenced to blow such a cyclone that for 
destruction has hardly been equalled duiing 
I he century, -ta llial cyclone 20,000 people 
perished, and 113 villages were swept away ; 
and out uf a fleet of 300 of the fluest ships 
and steamers in tbe world only one escaped 
without damage. 


When the great wave came rolling up, La 


Belle Heleue, directly she ,»as struck, was 
dragged frum her moorings, while the force 
of the wind was so terrific that we could not 
stand upright. Two vessels locked together 
had drifted against us, smashing our boats 
to match-wood and snapping our peaked 
yards as though they were pipe-stems.

concussion caused us to collide with an- 
other vessel, reducing her to the'same stale 
as ourselves; and thus four vessels locked

tion ; but such was the force of the wind 
that when they flred the mortar the 1 ines fell 
shuit, and after several attempts they de- 
sisted. They pointed down the river, how- 
ever, and to windward we saw what ap- 
peared lo be a apeck coming up with ths 
tide, which was running like a sluice. As 
the speck approached we could distinguish 
that it was a man with the feature's of 
Huwke, and he held up his baud to show

Perhaps yon think yon know 
all about the Beaver. But let mo tell you 
one thing 1 1'oti don't know much, unless 
you havo seen him av work, or read an ac- 
count of some one who has. 
In the first 


place we know that tho little fellows cannot 
get along without water, and we read that 
long before milieu ever invented dams, or 
before men learned lo grind corn, tlic Hea- 
ve, eoukl iu«kt,»<l»m, .nrt intl,re foc iloo|f 
a constant supply of water. I am going to 
give hero an account furnished by a gentle- 
man who has seen the Beaver at work, and 
who, sonsequently knows all about it. But 
before doing so. I must remind you that 
this animal has a broad flat tail, shaped like 
a trowel, and a pair of hind fret, construct- 
ed much like human hanas, besides teeth 
like little chisels. These are his tools, and 
as you see, they are very good ones for bur- 
rowiHg and building. " When the animal 
has fixed upon a tree which it believes to 
be suitable for its purpose, it begins by sit- 
ting upright, and with its chisel-like teeth, 
cutting* bold groove completely round the 
trunk. It then widens the groove, and al- 
ways makes it wide in exact proportion to 
its depth, so that when the tree is neaily 
cut through, It looks like the contracted por- 
tion of an hour-glass. 
When this stage lia& 


been reached the Beaver looks anxiously at 
tho tree, and views it on every side, as if 
trying to measure tho direction iu' which 
it is to fall. Having settled tbii question 
it goes to tha opposite side of the tree, and 
with two or three powerful bites cuts away 
the wood so that Ihe tree becomes over bal- 
anced and falls lo the ground. This point 
reached, the animal proceeds to out up the 
falleu trunk into lengths, usually a yard or 
so loug, employing a similar method of 
severing the «ood. In consequence of this 
method of giia«ing, both ends of the logs 
aie rounded and rather pointed.

In those places where 
the stream runs slowly the dam is carried 
straight across the liver, but where the wa- 
ter has muchpiwer tho barrier is made iu 
a convex shape, so a* to resist the force of 
the rushing water. Tho power of the slrtam 
can therefore always be inferred from the 
shape of the dam wliich the Beavers have 
built across it. Some of these structures 
are of very great size, measuring two or 
three hundreds of yards iu length, aud ten 
or twelve feet iu thickness, and their form 
exactly corresponds with the force of the 
stream. The Beaver makes his bouse close 
to the water, and goes in and out by means 
of an underground passage, one end ol 
which passes into the house or "lodge" as it 
is called.ai d the other into the water, so far 
below tlie surface that it cannot be closed 
by ice. It is therefore always possible for 
tlie Beaver to gain access to the provision 
stores, and to return to his house without 
being seeu fiom Ihe land. The " lodges" are 
nearly lorrnd and much lesemble the snow 
houses of the Esquimaux, being dammed, 
anJlmlfas high as they are wide, the aver- 
ejje height being three feet, and tliu iluuis- 
ter six or seven fuel. These are llic inside 
measurements, lire outside being ereater on 
account of the great thickness ot the walls, 
which are continually strengthened with 
mud and branches, so that during the se- 
vere frosts they are nearly HI hard as solid 
stone.
